New Delhi: On Friday, the 
Minto Road underpass. in 
New Delhi once again rever: 
tedto its imageas the emblem 
of official inefficiency, drow 
ned in rainwater and inacces- 
sible to road users. The Pub- 
lic Works Department had 
tom-tommed its success at 
monsoon management by 
showcasing the unaffected 
underpass in the past two 
monsoons, but Friday proved 
the problem had resurfaced. 

A PWD official admitted, 
“Our systems couldn't hand- 
le so much rain in such a 
short spell. There was also 
the problem of a DJB drain 
overflowingnear thesitecau 
singa lot of water toaccumu- 
late in the low-lying spot.” 
DJB officials denied the cla 
imsmade by PWD.

the city. Following the death 
of a 56-year-old man in 2020 
when his truck was submer- 
ged at the underpass, certain 
protocols were initiated to 
prevent govt from facing the 
annual embarrassmentat the 
underpass. In 2021, two drains 
were built and connected to 
an underground sump beside 
the Minto road pump house. 
However, these measures pro- 
ved ineffective, and traffic po- 
lice had to close the infamous 
underpass on Friday to pre 
vent major incidents. 

The Pragati Maidan 
transit corridor, consisting 
of one main tunnel and six 
underpasses, has also beco- 
me a significant problem for 
govt agencies. PWD, which 
currently manages the net 
work, has pointed out pro- 
blemsexisting inside the tun- 
nelon several occasions. Offi- 
cials cited two main reasons 
for the latest episode of wa 
terlogging inside the tunnel: 
rainwater entering from the 
underground parking due to 
seepage inthe wallsand PWD 
usingthetunnelasa’drain' to 


dispose of the accumulated 
water on Mathura Road in 
front of the VIP area there. 
During the construction 
of the Pragati Maidan tunnel, 
several measures had been ta: 
ken to prevent waterlogging 
inside the tunnel. However, in 
the rainy season last year, the 
tunnel was flooded for several 
days, despite arrangements 
like roofs on the ramps of the 
tunnel entrance, stormwater 
drains and _ underground 
sumps to handle excess water. 
‘The tunnel, associated with 
Bharat Mandapam, the main 
venue of the G20 summit in 
September last year, is consi. 
dered projectof national im- 
portance, And yet, the measu- 
res taken to prevent it being 
inundated haven't proved suf- 
ficient to prevent waterlog.

Given the lapses plaguing 
the tunnel system, PWD had 
sentaRs500-crorelegal notice 
on infra giant L&T, holding it 
responsible for the poor const- 
ruction work on the transit 
corridor.

New Delhi: Santosh Yadav 
had dropped a Navy officer at 
the IGI Tl terminal and was 
waiting to pick up another offi 
cer when he heard what see- 
med like a thunder clap before 
lightning in the middle of Fri- 
day's downpour.

New Delhi: Paromita, a young mother, 
found that the weather does not discri- 
minate between the rich and poor. Her 
house in D Block of the upscale south 
Delhi colony of Chittaranjan Park went 
under on Thursday after heavy rains. 
“At Gam, there was two feet of water in 
my house, My furniture and appliances 
were all submerged,” she said. “Even af- 
ter therain stopped, the water remained 
there because there were very few 
pumps tohandle the rainwater.” 

The heavy rain affected not only the 
usually long-suffering residents of low- 
income neighbourhoods in the city, but 
also the well-heeled. In Green Park, resi- 
dents were caught unawares by what 
they claimed was “unprecedented” wa- 
terlogging that left many vehicles under 
water. Lalit Kumar reported thatC, Uand 
T blocks of Green Park were completely 
flooded. Kumar, former RWA president, 
said that for almost two years, the resi- 
dents had urged Municipal Corporation 
of Delhi toclear the drains in the area of 
silt, “Exactly to avoid this situation, we 
had been asking theauthoritiestolookat 
the drains, But they always passed the 
buck, saying waterlogging in Green Park 
was due tothe Gautam Nagar drain,” the 
frustrated resident sighed. 

In Krishna Nagar in east Delhi, peo- 
ple had to wade through flooded streets. 
Angered by thesituation, VS Bohra, pre- 
sident, Krishna Nagar RWA, said, “Isde 
silting only meantto be on paper?” heas- 
ked testily. “Is that why this is waterlog- 
ginginourarea yearafter year? We want 
accountability from the officials.” 

While BJP member of MCD Ravin- 
der Singh Negi wasseen rowingan infla- 
table boat along the flooded NH9 in Vi: 
nod Nagar to protest the inefficiency of 
Delhi govt that has left “all the PWD dra- 
ins overflowing’, the localities of Jang- 
pura, Defence Colony, Panchsheel Park 
and Malka Ganj fared no better. 

In Lutyens’ Delhi, Shashi ‘Tharoor, 
MP from Thiruvananthapuram, shared 
a video of the exterior of his house, 
“his is the corner outside my home in 
Lutyens’ Delhi. Woke up to find my enti- 
rehomeunderatfootof water—every ro- 
om,” Tharoor said in the video, “Carpets 
and furniture, indeed anything on the 
ground, ruined,” The Congress MP alle- 
ged that the stormwater drains were all

clogged, leaving the water nowhere to 
flow to, 

It was worse for many people in the 
low-income residential areas, who woke 
up on Friday to find their hopes being 
washed away by the water. Sanjay Shar: 
ma, a vegetable farmer, was one of them. 
‘The50-year-old was looking forward toa 
good income with agood harvest, butthe 
torrent left his entire field inundated, 
drowning all his hopes. “The water in 
the field is up to my chest. The ladyfing- 
er, gourds and other vegetables are all 
destroyed. If [had advance information 
about the rain, I could have saved some 
of the produce,” he wailed. 

It was the same misery for 50-odd 
small farmers and vegetable vendors in 
the area, many of whom had been hit by 
last year’sfloodsand were only now reco- 
vering financially. 

Area resident and social activist Ris: 
hi Pal blamed the civic authorities for 


DelhiHigh Court over thelackof draina- 
ge in the area, which always causes floo- 
dinglikethis. But because thisisalower- 
income community, it is always neglec- 
ted,” he grumbled. 

‘Some worried for their very houses. 
Domestic worker, Jyoti, 35,a single mot- 
her of two, had misgivings about the ra- 
in damaging the old house. “There is no 
sewage drain, so even a short spell of ra- 
incausesflooding in our basti,” shesaid. 
“But when the rains started on Thurs- 
day night and continued till the wee ho- 
urs of the morning on Friday, _ 
the water level rise relentlessly, I was 
scared that this would led to more dama- 
ge tomy house.” Jyoti revealed that limi- 
ted access to emergency services and fi- 
nancial aid only compounded the plight 
of people like her, making any recovery 
after a disaster slowandarduous. 

‘The inundation on Friday impacted 
the livelihoods of the marginalised sec- 
tions across the city, affecting their pri- 
mary means of income. Street vendors, 
daily wage labourers and small shopow- 
ners found their workspaces subm 
ged, goods and stock destroyed and their 
workplaces unfit for any work. 

At Nigambodh Ghat near Kashmere 
Gate, many small shops were inundated. 
Santosh, 33, who runs a small general 
store in the area, wasat his wit's end, ha 
ving stock a big portion of his stocks. He 
said, “While our locality is infamous for 
flooding every year when the rains beco-

common among Indian children due to environmental and 
tobacco smoke, seasonal changes, and both outdoor and indoor 
air pollution. 


WHAT IS ALLERGIC RHINITIS? 

Medical journals describe allergic rhinitis as an allergic 
reaction that causes sneezing, congestion, itchy nose, and 
watery eyes. In Indian households, this is often mistaken for a 
‘common cold and treated the same way because the symptoms 
overlap. This can be very dangerous. 

When allergic rhinitis is not treated correctly, not diagnosed, 
or wrongly treated with too many antibiotics, it can lead to more 
problems. Dr. Shalini Tyagi, Dch, MD, DNB (Pediatrics), says 
respiratory allergies can also lead to sinusitis, which is the 
swelling of the air-filled spaces in the skull. “Sinusitis causes 
painful symptoms like facial pain, pressure, coughing, stuffy 
nose, and runny nose. These symptoms can make adults 
uncomfortable, but they can be very hard for children. Allergic 
rhinitis can make the adenoids bigger, causing mouth breathing 
and trouble sleeping. Often, people with allergic rhinitis develop 
asthma, a long-term lung disease that causes shortness of 
breath, wheezing, and frequent hospital visits.” 

Therefore, it is important for those with allergies to get 
diagnosed by a healthcare professional or an allergist to receive 
the right treatment. This is even more important for children 
because allergy-related respiratory issues can not only cause 
lifelong diseases but also impact their physical, mental, 
cognitive, and overall development. 

Dr. Tyagi, says that many times parents think of allergic 
reactions as a common cold due to their similar symptoms. “If a 
child experiences these symptoms consistently and regularly, it 
is important that parents take the child to a healthcare 
professional. Even pediatricians can direct parents 
toward an allergy specialist so that they can get the 
tests done and give the specific medication to the 
child. Timely and accurate diagnosis is very 
important while dealing with allergic reactions 
to save a child from future respiratory 
complications.”

WHAT CAN CAUSE ALLERGIC RHINITIS? 

Many people in India believe that allergies 
are caused by outdoor dust, pollen, or air 
pollution. This is why children are considered 
the most vulnerable as they spend a lot of 
time playing outdoors. Outdoor allergens like 
dust, pollen, smoke, perfume, and car exhaust 
can cause allergic rhinitis. However, Dr. Tyagi 
says that many indoor allergens such as dust 
mites, pet dander, animal hair or fur, and molds can 
also cause severe respiratory allergic reactions.

“The important thing is to identify the specific 
triggers of one’s allergies and take preventive 
or precautionary measures. For outdoor 
allergens like dust, pollen, and smoke, 
one can always wear a mask (an N95 
respirator mask helps best) while going 
outside. Protecting your home from 
construction dust, wind, or smoke by 
shutting the windows can also help a 
lot. Changing out of the clothes that 
you wore outdoors and taking a shower 
can help a great deal. Avoiding heavy 
chemical fumes, perfumes, and smoking 
areas can help with those triggers,” says Dr. 
Tyagi. 


HOW DOES ALLERGIC 
RHINITIS AFFECT CHILDREN? 

Allergic rhinitis or other respiratory issues caused by 
allergens can greatly affect a child’s quality of life. It is common 
in Indian households for children to miss school a few days after 
it reopens due to the ‘common cold.’ However, many healthcare 
professionals say that it is the seasonal transition and various 
allergens that cause allergic rhinitis, with its cold-like 
symptoms, that make children fall sick and miss school. It 
affects their daily life as well as their physical and mental well- 
being. 

Dr. Tyagi adds that in more severe cases, undiagnosed or 
misdiagnosed allergic rhinitis can cause significant sleep 
disturbance. “The discomfort is so severe that even adults wake 
up feeling sleepy, tired, and irritable. In children, it may cause 
irritability, restlessness, listlessness, anxiety, and lack of 
energy.” 

Prolonged allergic rhinitis and the resulting tiredness can 
affect a child’s physical activity in school, as sports and physical 
education are big parts of the curriculum. This can lead to 
emotional and mental disturbances in a child. in infants, 
prolonged or undiagnosed allergic rhinitis has been shown to 
impair cognition and psychomotor development. 


ALLERGY MEDICATION AND 
ITS EFFECT ON CHILDREN 
Dr. Tyagi states that unfortunately allergic rhinitis is 
considered a trivial disease in India. “This is a chronic and 
progressive disease, which can persist throughout childhood 
and become critical in adulthood. Depending on need, 
healthcare professionals may prescribe antihistamines or 
intranasal corticosteroids to patients.” 
Antihistamines are commonly prescribed 
for allergies to adults and children. 
However, few antihistamines can cause 
drowsiness which can be detrimental 
to a child's learning capabilities and 
cognition. Children can become 
listless, low on energy and irritable. 
Hence, it is important to not self- 
medicate and reach out to a 
healthcare professional who can 
recommend an ideal antihistamine 
for your child. 
Nasal congestion is one of the 
most uncomfortable symptoms of 
an allergy. It can cause discomfort 
while sleeping, leading to 
restlessness and irritability in children.

RESISTING ALLERGIES IN CHILDREN 

Stating some strategies to help parents navigate the allergy 
season, Dr. Tyagi says that keeping an eye on the pattern of 
reactions to recognize the trigger is important. “Usually dust 
mites, seasonal pollens, fungal spores, pet dander, or insect 
sheddings cause allergic rhinitis. However, parents need to 
track the timing and pattern so that they can let the healthcare 
professional know. They can then direct the parents to the 
correct tests and diagnosis.” 

Dr. Tyagi affirms that among the many tests available in the 
market, the Skin Prick Allergy test is the most common to detect 
allergens causing respiratory distress in children. “After parents 
are notified of the specific allergen, not only can the healthcare 
professional prescribe the specific medication for children, but 
also help the parents with restrictive measures to combat the 
said allergen. Indoor dust mites are one of the most common 
allergens in our country. A healthcare professional can easily 
direct parents in controlling that 

While humidifiers and HEPA filters are considered good ways 
to protect children from airborne allergens, it is not practical for 
every household. Indoor dust mites are usually found in our 
beds. Regular bedsheet changing, drying them in the sun, wet 
mopping of floors, keeping children away from furry toys or soft 
toys, etc., can help a great deal. 

Dr Tyagi adds that in case your children have reactions, many 
traditional methods can help relieve some distress. “Many 
healthcare professionals recommend traditional methods such 
as jalneeti or nasal washes regularly to help with nasal 
congestion. Taking steam and drinking warm water with a bit of 
ginger can also provide relief.” 

Though ingesting food can not cause allergic rhinitis, some 
food coloring or preservatives can induce respiratory distress. 
“Once you identify such a pattern, it is important to keep your 
children away from such foods,” adds Dr. Tyagi. 

“Ultimately the best way to combat any allergy is to take care 
of your immune system. Keeping it robust through a balanced 
and healthy diet, sufficient sleep, and regular exercise is 
imperative. Studies have shown that breastfed children, children 
exposed to animals from a young age, children born via vaginal 
delivery, etc., have better immunity and thereby less allergic 
reactions.” affirms Dr. Tyagi. 


CONCLUSION 

We live in a world where air pollution is a harsh reality. Even 
with utmost care, it is nearly impossible to protect children from 
allergies. It is crucial not to ignore symptoms such as sneezing, 
a runny nose, or a blocked nose that might be triggered by 
exposure to specific allergens in both children and adults. It is 
important to track these symptoms and consult a healthcare 
professional at the earliest opportunity. By ensuring the right 
balance of recognition, information, diagnosis, treatment, and 
therapy along with a healthy diet, maintaining hygienic habits, 
and scheduling regular health checkups, we can give children a 
better quality of life despite their allergies.

human's scream, But to survive alien 
creatures with hypersensitive hearing, people 
must bemute—even the sound of ashirt ripping 
‘an get you killed, Samira (Lupita Nyong’o) is 
trapped, along with her cat Frodo, other hospice 
patients, and nurse Reuben (Alex Wolff). Their 
escape route is through the South Street Seaport, 
but Sam defies orders for a seemingly frivolous 
mission: pizza in Harlem. This chaotic journey 
is the heart of A Quiet Place: Day One. 

Prequels typically ver lingering questions, 
but Day One prioritises immediate chaos and 
character struggles. The narrative leaves you 
wanting more clarity. Inconsistencies like 
authorities inexplicably knowing the aliens’ 
water Weakness on the first day (while the 
sequels portrayed several hundreds of days to 
work out strategies) and a sparsely populated 
NYC despite the global threat create plot holes. 

Despite these flaws, the film delivers a gritty 
and bone-chilling experience. Close call 
impressive CGI, terrifying creatures, and panic- 
stricken characters keep you on the edge of your 
seat. Jump scares and moments of pure terror 
are plentiful, The movie falters slightly when a 
new survivor, Eric (Joseph Quinn), joins Sam and 
her cat, While the first half is thrilling, the 
second leans heavily on melodrama. Emotional 


scenes delve into Sam’s past, her pizza craving, 
and her connection to music 
while adding depth, disrupt the pacing, 

Pat Scola's cinematography is awe-inspiring 
From jump scares to the apocalyptic scenes, 
especially close-up shots of Lupita Nyong’o, the 
film createsa chilling and suspenseful atmosphere. 

Nyong’o delivers a stellar performance as a 
hardened, terminally ill woman, conveying 
volumes through her eyes and expressions despite 
being mostly silent. Joseph Quinn shines too, 
portraying a survivor who's both terrified and 
resourceful. Djimon Hounsou's brief appearance 
as Henri (from A Quiet Place Part ID) provides the 
only direct connection to the main series,

‘The Indian Penal Code of 1860, the 
Indian Evidence Act of 1872, and the 
Code of Criminal Procedure of 1973 will 
now be replaced by the Bharatiya Nyaya 
Sanhita, 2023 (BNS), the Bharatiya 
Nagrik Suraksha Sanhita, 2023 (BNSS), 
and the Bharatiya Sakshya Adhiniyam, 
2028 (BSA), respectively. 


Dismantling A Colonial System 
‘These laws are significant for their ac- 
knowledgement of the deep-rooted colo: 
nial influences plaguing India’s CJS. 
‘They are also important for underlining 
the need to establish a system that pri- 
oritises justice over punishment. 
Colonial lawmakers, shaped by racial 
biases, defined crime and punishment 
for India in ways that reinforced their 
control over the native Indian popula- 
tion. Similarly, through special laws, 
oppressive policing practices were insti 
tutionalised, communities were crimi- 
nalised and widespread surveillance 
was enabled. 


‘Transparency & Efficiency 

‘The new laws do take some steps to rem- 
edy this. By instituting community ser- 
vice, prescribing procedural timelines, 
mandating the police to update victims 
on the progress in investigation, making 
videography of search and seizure com- 
pulsory, and allowing electronic FIR fil- 
ing and trials, these laws signify a pro- 
gressive shift towards transparency, ef- 
ficiency and contemporaneity. 


Colonial Penal Mindset 
However, these laws significantly fall 
short of their stated aim to make a sys- 
tem that prioritises justice over punish- 
ment, This is evident from the retention 
of wide police powers and offences that 
have the potential for misuse to suppress 
free speech and dissent 

More importantly, the new lawsretain 
an outdated colonial penal mindset that 
over-relies on deterrence. This is reflect- 
ed in their prescription of long-term im- 
prisonments, the death penalty, and in- 
creased mandatory minimum sentences 


for many offences. This has been done 
without laying down any clear expec 
tation —reformative or rehabilitative 
— from these punishments. 


Punishments Lack Rationale 
Punishments under BNS seem to 
have been prescribed without 
any underlying rationale, No ap- 
parent method seems to have 
been used to arrive at the form 
of punishment, the duration 
of imprisonment, the nature 
of imprisonment or the 
amount of fine. 

In fact, it is perplexing 
how the law decides that 
some offences are to be 
punished with impris- 
onment alone, while 
others with impris- 
onment and fines.

‘The prescription of fines under BNS is 
also considerably inconsistent. While 
most offences carry fines with imprison- 
ment, some offences do not carry any 


fine at all. For instance, offences such as 
acid attack [Section 124, BNS], murder 
[Section 103, BNS] and public servant 
disobeying law with intent to cause in- 
jury to any person [Section 198] are pun- 
ishable with fines in addition to impris- 
onment. In contrast, offences such as 
rape causing permanent vegetative state 
of victim [Section 66, BNS}, rape causing 
death [Section 66, BNS] and dowry death 
[Section 80, BNS] donot carry any fines. 


‘Some Fines Rehabilitative, Others Are Not 

For some offences, the fine prescribed is 
stipulated to be rehabilitative and restor- 
ative, but not for all. For offences such 
as rape of a woman under 16 or 12 years 
of age [Section 65, BNS], gang rape or 
gang rape of a minor [Section 70, BNS], 
fine is stipulated to be just and reason- 
able to meet the medical expenses and 
for rehabilitation of the victim. A simi- 
lar stipulation does not exist for many 
offences such as rape or aggravated rape 
[Section 64, BNS] and sexual intercourse 


by a person ina position of authority 
[Section 68, BNS}. 


Inconsistency In Fine Amount. 

While some offences have predeter- 
mined fines, others lack any specified 
amount. Even when specified, the fines 
often bear no correlation to the nature 
or gravity of the offence. 

For instance, doing any obscene act 
in any public place [Section 296, BNS] 
and making atmosphere noxious to 
health [Section 280, BNS] attract the 
same fine of Rs 1,000, despite the of: 
fences being extremely different in na- 
ture. Similarly, fouling water of a public 
spring or reservoir (Section 279, BNS] is 
punishable with fine up to Rs 5,000, even 
though the nature of the act is similar 
to offence of making atmosphere nox- 
ious to health. 


Hesitant Adoption Of Community Service 
Community service is essentially work 
which the court may order any convict 
to perform without any entitlement to 
any remuneration, and which benefits 
the community. BNS has introduced 
community service as a new form of 
punishment for six offences such as pub- 
lic servant unlawfully engaging in trade 
{Section 202, BNS}, misconduct in public 
by adrunken person [Section 355, BNS], 
defamation [Section 356(2)], ete. 

‘Though the Statement of Object & 
Reasons of the BNS stated that commu- 
nity service was being introduced as a 
punishment for petty offences, it re- 
mains limited to a handful of offences. 
Several other petty offences, such as 
committing a public nuisance [Section 
292, BNS], remain outside the ambit of 
ity service. 


Finding ‘Nyaya’ In Sanhita 
The colonial penal policy relied on pun- 
ishments to instil fear and serve as a tool 
to control the local population, which 
was seen as ‘irreformable’ and as ‘ab- 
original savages’. 

Despite its name emphasising ‘jus- 
tice’, BNS has missed the opportunity to 
revisit this approach and root the system 
in ideas of reform, rehabilitation and 
restitution, Establishing clear principles 
todetermine the appropriate nature and 
terms of punishments could have sig- 
nificantly reduced the arbitrariness 
inherentin thesystem, but unfortunate- 
ly, that opportunity also seems to have 
been missed, at least for not

Seeing the other and reflecting that 
understanding back is how humans 
helpeach other be human.

As data 
analytics and automation push systems 
tobeefficientand reproducible, we are 
in the middle of a full-blown deperso- 
nalisation crisis.

Ratings and reviews do 
notreplicate the quality of relationship 
that such work provided. Working in 
these environments is often alienating, 
with little solidarity tobefound. 

Connective labour is shot through 
with questions of social inequality 
‘Today there's a gro- 
wingsector of lifestyle 
work: investment 
advisers, coaches and 
therapists foraffluent 
people. With the 
emergence of ‘conci- 
erge medicine’, only 
wealthy people can 
afford some hand- 
holding and clinical 
intuition. 

People-to-people 
interactions are not 
always for the best, 
obviously. Shame 
and judgment can 
rear up. For those 
from marginalised 
or stigmatised back- 
grounds, it might be easier to rely on 
an impersonal system than a person 
who might condescend to them. 

Social intimacy is not just a 
lubricant for transactions. It makes 
theworld goround.

Given how the first presidential debate went, should Democrats replace Biden by the next debate 
in Sep? But no matter which Democrat runs against Trump, it’s going to be a close contest

Millions of Americans have now seen 
a former president debate a sitting 
president, and few would care to 
witness such a thing ever again. For 
more than two hours, one of the old 
: men on stage brazenly answered 
Columnist based questions the moderators were not 
im Michigan, US_ asking him, and the other old man on 
stage uncomfortably stumbled over several of hismore 
substantial responses. 

Watching thedebate in Michigan—akey swingstate 
in the Nov election - two historical analogies came to 
mind. 

@ First, compare Biden's debate performance 
against Trump tothelate, great Muhammad Ali’s 
final professional fight. In 1980, a retired Ali 
wanted one last shot at a heavyweight title. 
Up-and-coming Larry Holmes demolished the 
past-his-prime former champ in a manner that 
made viewers fear for the olderman'shealth. 

© But there was also the 1960 presidential 
debate. Americans who had listened to 
the presidential debate on radio 
thought Nixon had won, and those 
who had watched it on TV thought 
Kennedy had won. 

On substance vs style point, let's note 
this: almost immediately after the debate 
ended, both Democratic leaning CNN and 
Republican supporting Fox News were admit- 
ting - or, in Fox's case, celebrating - the fact that 
Biden not only looked awful, but sounded awful. 

He often stuttered mid-sentence, mumbled 
constantly, and his answers contained far more factual 
info than many ordinary voters can comprehend. Biden 
lost, no matter how many outright lies Trump told in 
his confident, hypnotisingstyle of delivery. 

This meant that there was no debate: Biden really 
did look likean aging Ali, and sendinghim back outonto 
the big stage opposite Trump on Sep 10, when the next 
contest is scheduled, actually sounds cruel 

Butunlike inthecase of thedisastrousfinal fightof 
‘The Greatest, Biden's end may not come quite so 
suddenly. He might even end up outlasting the brute

True, Trump's poll numbers will go up by a few 
points over the next few days. Quite possibly, Biden 
really will end up watching a different Democratic 
candidate takeon Trump in thenextpresidential debate 
in Sep. It’s also entirely possible that both Biden and 
Kamala will get replaced on the Democratic ticket. But 
that won'tend anything either. 

Around an hour after the debate, when CNN published 
the results of a larger poll, it showed that only 5% of likely 
voters who watched the event had changed their minds 
about the candidates — a figure far from sufficient to 
signal theend of the Biden campaign. 

Yes, many Michigan Democrats will 100% support 
the Democratic candidate in Nov so long as Trump is 
the opponent on the other side. It does not matter if a 
three-day-old slice of pineapple pizza calcifying in the 
refrigerator ends up being the country’s most promising 

competitor against’Trump, they would votefor the pizza. 
Even if itends up being Kamala, they would 
votefor Kamala. 

‘Trump won Michigan in 2016, and 
lost it in 2020. As goes Michigan this 
‘Nov, so goes America’s future, and there 

is literally nothing Biden or Trump 
could do to substantially change the 
number of Democrats or Republicans 
whoare willing tosupportone candidate 
over the other. 

This means that, no matter how 

insanely eventful the four months end 
up being, the results of this election are 
going to be painfully close. Biden vote! 
have made up their mind. Trump voters 
have made up their mind. The only 
question that remains is, which side will 
convince slightly higher percentage of 
its electorate to take the trouble of 
castinga ballot this fall?

really believe that things cannot possibly 
get any uglier than Thursday night's debate, 
then you are in for four more months of 
shocking disappointment, There will be 
many more unappealing plot twists before 
we reach the unpredictable end of this 
deadly serious reality show.

How To Tackle Our Cities’ Monsoon Mess 


e Restructure stormwater drains @ Remove encroachments from pavements, streets 
@ Make all agencies answerable to the urban local body @ Train more town planners

Monsoon arrived in Delhi yesterday 
: so did waterlogged streets, traffic chaos 
4 and massive disruption of regular life. 
‘This happens every year, and in every 
Pam) jor Indian city. Why 
Because our approach to dealing 
with the problem is not preventive. Every year, we deal 
with it after the city has been brought to a grinding 
ke regular repair; replacement of drainage/ 
tem, keeping public spaces (road: 
footpaths) free of encroachments are 
put on the back burner while there is 
still time for planningand management. 
India's urban population of 461mn 
(2019) will go up by 416mn by 2047. This 
means, without timely and concerted 
action by all stakeholders, the problem 
will get worse in coming years. 


What's behind the mess? | Waterlogging 
in our cities is caused by expansion of 
planned and unplanned urban areas 
without regard for space for circulation; 
drying up and destruction of lakes, 
tanks and water bodies due to dumping 
of construction and demolition waste; 
and inclusion of areas occupied by 
lakes and other water bodies in 
habitation zones, For instance, half of 
the 519 water bodies in Gurugram have 
disappeared over 40 years. Thestory isquite similar for 
Bengaluru. 


Who is responsible? | Water management is the 
responsibility of three stakeholders: planning agencies, 
urban local bodiesandexclusiveagencies for water and 
sewage. Thethreerarely work in tandem, with issuesof 
jurisdiction marring their efforts. While solid wastes fall 
in the domain of urban local bodies, water and sewage 
quite often don't. 

This bits-and-pieces planning does not allow for 
holisticmanagementof hugeurban spaces ike NCR. You 


cannot deal with water issues, sewage or drains by 
working in silos, which is what urban bodies like NDMC 
and MCD, or even satellite cities like Gurugram and 
Noidarepresent. 

‘Town planners havea vital role to play in how url 
systems are run. But we don't have even one per lakh 
population. Compare that with 38 in UK and 23 in 
Australia, Even in our larger cities, the number is well 
below thenorm for modern global cities. 

If planning is bad, implementation is worse. It is 
quite common for our cities to not have stormwater 
drains in place. Most Indian c 


exclusive drainage plan. So, aspell of heavyrain isall it 
takes to disrupt the flow of existing drains and lead to 
waterlogging. Matters are made worse because of solid 
waste that municipal bodies are derelict in collecting. 
This waste chokes drains in our cities. 

Urban planning isall about foreseeing the future. In 
India, on the other hand, planning starts when an area 
isalready under habitation. Even when there is advance 
planning, things move so slowly that by the time action 
is taken, the planning is obsolete. To take one example, 
past Delhi Master Plans were notified after 8-10 years of 
preparation. Whilethe 2041 one was prepared on time, it 


is being processed for the last four years. 

But just as responsible are citizens, cutting across 
income groups e educated people 
in high- and middle-income colonies illegally occupying 
footpaths outside their houses? Or parking their vehicles 
on roads, leaving little space for traffic movement? As 
forlow-incomeareas, they are totally choked with little 
spacefor circulation. 


What's the way forward? | One, how plans are 
implemented needs a complete relook.

‘Three, water and sanitation plai 
must be prepared as per 15th finance 
commission's devolution package for 
44 urban agglomerations covering 
1,115 urban local bodies. Four, safety 
audit of roads/streets and footpaths 
must be done regularly. Such an audit 
should identify barriers/encroach 
ments for follow-up action to free up 
space for movement of water, goods 
and people, 

Five,authoritiesneed toengage with communitiesfor 
removal of encroachments from footpaths and roads, At 
the same time, spaces occupied by govt departments for 
their use should be cleared. Six, agencies handling water 
andsanitation should bemadeaccountableto ULBs. Most, 
important, ULBs should have overarching authority over 
all agencies responsible for urban upkeep, Finally, there 
must be regular maintenance of drainage and sewage 
network to minimise the chances of an unforeseen event 
throwingurban life out of gear.

It's why those who delve into 
the psychology and science of 
soccer are perplexed why this 
tiebreaker system has been — 
and continues to be— overlooked 
by many teams, especially in 
these data-driven times.

Weah, other US players suiléy 
racist abuse after loss 


Atlanta: Tim Weah and other mem- 
bers of the U.S. national team were 
targeted with racist abuse on social 
media after the Americans were 
beaten 2-1 by Panama in the Copa 
America on Thursday night. 

‘The US Soccer Federation issued 
a statement saying it was “deeply 
disturbed with the racist comments 
made online.”
